I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
City  for  the  year  1953 » 

The  Report  is  on  the  usual  lines,  and  contains  for  your  information  details 
of  the  work  of  the  health  services  administered  by  the  County  Council,  as 
well  as  of  those  services  under  the  administration  of  the  Corporation. 

I  am  indebted  to  your  Sanitary  Inspector  for  those  sections  of  the  report 
dealing  with  public  cleansing  and  refuse  removal,  sanitation,  food,  and  housing, 
as  well  as  for  unfailing  help  and  advice. 


Your  Department  has  been  engaged  largely  in  work  on  slum  clearance  and 
satisfactory  progress  has  been  made. 

The  new  Food  Hygiene  Regulatiohs  will  entail  a  great  deal  of  detailed  work 
before  we  can  be  sure  that  all  food  premises  in  the  City  conform  to  the  new 
standards  which  have  been  laid  down.  An  educated  public  opinion  can  be  a  most 
powerful  force  for  good  in  such  matters,  and  there  are  already  signs  of  its 
operation.  We  must  hope  that  the  new  standards  will  help  to  diminish  the  increasini 
amount  of  food  poisoning  in  this  country,. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Council,  to  the  Town  Clerk  and  Officers, 
and  to  all  the  technical  and  clerical  staff  of  the  department  for  their  continued 
kindness  and  help.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


BIRTHS 


The  birth  rate  has  fallen  for  the  second  year  in  succession.  The 
adjusted  rate  of  14*6  compares  with  17,58  for  the  previous  year  and 
is  slightly  below  the  national  rate  of  15*0, 

DEATHS 


The  adjusted  death  rate  of  11,4  is  lower  than  that  for  1954  which  was 
13o32  and  compares  favourably  with  a  rate  of  11 , 7  for  England  a*  Wales, 


Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  were  again  the  commonest  cause 
of  death,  accounting  for  2o  deaths.  Other  common  causes  were:- 


Heart  and  circulatory  diseases  (excluding 
coronary  artery  disease) 

Cancer  of  all  sites 
Coronary  artery  disease  . . 

Pneumonia  and  bronchitis

These  causes  accounted  for  about  three  quarters  of  the  total  deaths.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 


There  were  5  deaths  during  the  year  of  children  under  1  year  of  age, 
giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  33*11  per  1,000  live  births.  This 
is  an  increase  on  1954  which  showed  a  record  low  infantile  death  rate, 
and  is  higher  than  the  rate  of  24*9  for  England  &  Wales.

District  Council  in  a  similar  capacity  and  as  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County  Council p  is  responsible  for  the  day 
to  day  administration  of  the  County  Health  Service,  The  Sanitary 
Inspector  acts  as  Cleansing  Superintendent  for  the  Corporation,  He 
also  does  the  meat  inspection  at  the  central  slaughtering  depot  in 
Ripon,

extend  the  premises  by  the  provision  of  a  separate  viewing  room9  toilet 
arrangements a  etc,

Much  maternal  tension  is  thereby  relieved, 
and,  if  they  served  no  other  purpose  at  all,  welfare  centres  would 
still  be  well  worth  while.

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11.  PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS.  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 


The  County  Council  is  represented  on  and  makes  a  grant  to  the 
Harrogate  and  Ripon  Tuberculosis  After-Care  Committee,  which 
provides  assistance  to  tuberculous  patients  and  their  families  to 
meet  eventualities  which  are  not  covered  by  the  statutory  provision. 

33  patients  received  extra  nourishment  under  the  County  Council’s 
scheme  during  the  year.  19  of  these  were  still  receiving  this  at 
the  31st  December 9  1955. 

181  maternity  cases  were  discharged  into  the  care  of  domiciliary 
midwives  before  the  Ikth  day. 

The  County  Council  supplies  various  items  of  nursing  equipment 
on  loan  to  people  who  need  them  temporarily. 

Information  is  supplied  to  an  received  from  hospitals  in  Ripon 
and  Harrogate s  particularly  about  children  and  maternity  cases.

The  Shelvcke  6c  Drewry  freighter  continues  to  work  satisfactorily 
and  the  reduction  in  transport  costs  over  previous  years  continues. 
The  SoD*  vehicle  and  the  small  Scammel  vehicle  collect  refuse  and 
salvage  materials  from  all  houses  and  business  premises  in  the 
City.  The  constantly  increasing  number  of  new  properties  does  mean* 
however,  additional  refuse  collection  work  which  is  at  present 
being  absorbed  by  using  the  Seammell  to  an  increasing  extent  on 
refuse  collection. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1955  the  refuse  tip  was  on  fire  and  the 
committee  decided  to  combine  soil  moving  operations  to  increase  the 
tipping  area  with  efforts  to  extinguish  the  fire.  'Two  bulldozers 
were  engaged  on  this  work.  Top  soil  was  moved  and  left  in  heaps  to 
be  replaced  on  top  of  the  refuse  on  completion  of  tipping.  The 
deposited  refuse  was  moved  whilst  Che  fire  brigade  dowsed  it  with 
water  from  the  river.  The  cost  of  this  work  was  £2/+6 . 

The  total  weight  of  refuse  is  estimated  from  average  weights  of 
typical  loads  of  refuse^  several  loads  being  weighed  each  week  by 

each  of  the  two  vehicles® 

A  regular  collection  oi  refuse  is  made  each  week  from  all  houses. 
Collections  are  made  twice  or  three  times  per  week  from  cafes,  shops 
and  hotels® 

For  the  removal  of  trades  refuse  a  charge  of  10/“  per  bin  per  year 
is  made.  This  is  a  low  charge  compared  with  the  actual  cost,  the 
total  income  being  £103*

It  has  been  realised  for  many  years  that  the  tipping  of  refuse 
constituted  a  serious  waste  of  valuable  materials,,  So  much  so  that  in 
March  1955  the  Council  gave  instructions  for  the  preparation  of  a 
scheme  for  the  establishment  of  a  salvage  plant.  The  scheme  was 
presented  to  the  Health  Committee p  September,  1955,  but  owing  to  the 
Government  imposing  restrictions  on  capital  expenditure,  the  scheme  was 
not  given  detailed  consideration. 

In  the  meantime  valuable  raw  materials,  paper ,  textiles,  metals,  etc. , 
are  being  lost  to  industry  and  the  profits  are  being  lost  to  the  City* 
Further,  the  facilities  for  storing,  sorting  and  baling  waste  paper  at 
the  Depot  are  so  bad  that  an  expenditure  of  about  £400  per  year  Is  being 
incurred  in  overtime  payments  to  the  men  handling  the  waste  paper,.  With 
proper  facilities  most  of  this  £400  could  be  added  to  the  profit  figure, 

A  special  report  ©n  the  handling  of  waste  paper  was  presented  to  the  Council 
early  in  1956.  No  further  action  has,  so  far,  been  possible. 

The  year  1955/6  saw  the  highest  income  figure  for  salvage  materials 
since  1948/9o  This  satisfactory  result  was  attained  mainly  by  the  sales 
of  waste  paper  which  realised  £1,280.  Unfortunately,  the  figures  cannot 
be  considered  satisfactory  whilst  the  profits  are  being  swallowed  up  in 
overtime  payments „  During  the  first  quarter  ®f  1956,  458  hours  of  overtime 
sorting  and  baling  waste  paper  necessitated  the  payment  of  £H4« 
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The  men  engaged  on  the  collection  of  waste  paper  receive  a 
bonus  on  the  quantity  of  waste  paper  collected.  The  bonus  is 
£2  per  ton  for  every  ton  collected  in  excess  of  30  tons  a  quarter.

their  own  animals  or  to  buy  5 off  the  hook®  from  Messrs,,  Arnold 
&  Dennison  who  operate  a  wholesale  meat  business  and  supply 
quantities  of  pork  carcases  to  markets  outside  Ripon* 

The  second  slaughterhouse  is  in  private  ownership  and  is 
used  by  the  butcher  for  the  slaughter  of  his  own  and  a  related 
butchers  animals*  This  slaughterhouse  is  in  a  clearance  area 
Put  it  is  likely g  subject  to  Ministry  and  Local  Authorities® 
approval 9  that  a  new  slaughterhouse  will  be  established  to 
take  its  place*

Four  cases  were  notified  during  1955 0  This  gives  a 
notification  rate  of  0,39  per  1,000  population,  compared 
with  Qo59  for  19f&„  The  disease  continued  to  be  mild  in 
type,

Nineteen  cases  were  notified^  a  rate  of  1*89  per  1,000 
population, 

POLIOMYELITIS 

Two  notifications  were  received,  but  the  diagnosis  in  one 
case  was  not  substantiated.  The  other  was  a  paralytic  type 

of  disease  in  a.  girl  of  seven, 

MEASLES 

1955  was  a  ‘measles  year*  and  282  cases  were  notified 
giving  an  attack  rate  of  28,1  per  1,000  population.  The 
epidemic  occurred  in  the  first  four  months  of  the  year, 

PNEUMONIA 

One  case  was  notified, 

PARATYPHOID  FEVER  occurred  in  a  boy  aged  two,  B.paratyphosis  B 
was  isolated  In  hospital.  There  was  no  spread  of  the  infection, 
and  the  origin  of  this  one  case  was  undiscovered. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 

One  notification  was  received,  the  condition  occurring  in 
hospital,.

TUBERCULOSIS 


Four  new  pulmonary  cases  were  notified*,  and  three  came  to  notice 
otherwise  during  the  year. 

This  gives  an  attack  rate  of  0  =  30  per  19000  population^,  compared 
with  0S60  for  the  previous  year* 

The  health  department  is  responsible  for  preventing  the  spread  of 
this  disease*,  and  the  closest  liaison  with  the  practitioners  and 
the  chest  physicians  is  essential*  The  tuberculosis  service  is 
divided  administratively „  and  this  makes  for  difficulties  in  integration 
which  can  only  be  overcome  by  an  active  personal  interest  of  all  the 
officers  concerned. 

There  were*,  happily,  no  new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  disease*  This  is 
a  striking  testimonial  to  the  benefits  of  a  clean  milk  supply*
